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NO DEPRESSION 


The ordinary man in the 
street, uninterested in finance but 
vitally affected by world can- 
ditions of trade, need take no 
particular alarm at the startling 
f2ll in American stack exchange 
securitics, On the London Stock 
Exchange, inswated by the absence 
of arbitrage transactions and of 
large ‘Transatlantic sholdings in 
either direction, the news from 
Wall Street caused only the mild- 
est repercussions, which would not 
have been the case if the break in 
New York was taken as a harbin- 
ger of world depression compar- 
dable with the 1929 American 
slump. Sooner or later, obvious- 
ly, the rise in security _ values 
which began in both countrics dur- 
ing the war and continued from 
the end of hostilities must reach 
its peak and tail off, but there is 
no certainty that this point has yet 
been reached. “The sharpness of 
the decline in New York has pro- 
bably been accentuated by mem- 
ories of 1929, by the mercurial 
American temperament, and by 
the widespread belief which many 
in the United States hold in cer- 
tain “systems” of stock exchange 
prediction, All these factors tend 
to increase the volume of selling 
in Wall Strect, once it has begun, 
without necessarily ”symptomising 
any true cconumic diseases. To 
analyse the causes of the recent 
wave of selling on the New York 
exchange. ia difficult. International 
tension, which is only too evident 
to everybody and sometimes qiven 
an alarmist. flavour: by some 
American commentators, has cer- 
tainly increased ‘any — existing 
jumpiness on Wall Street. A more 
conerete reason for the declivic 
may be found in the falling figures 
of the quarterly profits of Ameri- 
can corporations. Rising labour 
costs have been’ met in many in- 
stances by rigid price. ceilings; 
elsewhere. where price limits have 
been removed, there are signs of 
growing inflation, and the general 
policy of the American Govern- 
ment «tawards prite controls» re- 
mains unpredictable. Labour dis. 
putes, which have caused 3,800 
strikes in the United States since 
the beginning of the year, cast a 
shadow of further difficulties to 
come, It is not surprising that 
many American economists have 
prophesied a check to prosperity 
.Jearly in the coming year. Clearly 
the . immense expansion .0 
America’s internal and external 
trade cannot continue indefinitely 
without a setback. But it seems 
somewhat pessimistic at this stage 
of the reconversion of her  indus- 
tries to foresee" any real trade de- 
pression in the near future. Apart 
from the still unsatiated internal 
market of the United States there 
is an immense foreign market, one 
part of which is focused by the 
loan to this country, which 
stretches ahead of the American 
producer for years to come, Some 
industries and some 
'American markets may run_ into

Wallace asserted ‘that the 
United States wants peace with 
Russia, but “we want to be met 
halfway.’

The opening address by the 
defence was read out by Major 
Gray on behnlf of = Mr. 
Takahashi, after which accused 
was called to take the stand. 

Niimori, speaking in English, 
said that as interpreter he had 
no authority to moke decisions. 
Accused was involved in the 
transportation of POWs to 
Japan by the “Lisbon Maru.” 


Continuing his evidence, ac- 
cused -said that in the “Lisbon 
Maru” he did ‘interpreting and 
typed nominal rolls. There 
were 1,816 POWs and 700 
Japanese soldiera on board. 
About 400 POWs were in 
hatches Je nnd % and 1,000 in 
No. 2. Col, Stewart was free 
to see Licut. Wada at any time, 
After POWs had been embarked 
Lieut. Wada discussed with Col. 
Stewinys the daily routine. 

Accti8ed said that a “black 
out” owas observed and lights 
put out by 9 pm. About 400 
men were allowed ttp.on deck at 
one time each day. Water was 
drawn between 10 and 12 in the 
morning and between 2 and 4 
in the afternoon. 

Accused said that some of the 
men became sick and were 
placed. on deck. 

When the ship was torpedoed 
at 7 am. on Oct. 1, 1942. ac- 
cused went to No, 2 hatch to 
look for Lieut. Wada but could 
not find him. = Acetiaed = saw 
Lieut. Wada on the bridge and 
agked him what should be dong 
and was told that the POWs 
should be placed inside the 
hatch. ‘This message was con- 
veyed by witness to Col. Stewart. 

Some men began to put on 
the covers of the hatches. This 
was necessary because a gun at 
the end of the ship was being 
put into action against the sub- 
marine and ammunition had to 
be conveyed from the fore part 
of the ship. 

Lieut, Wada ordered buckets 
for urinal purposes in the 
hatches and accused looked for 
the necessary buckets. 

Licut. Wada requested the 
POWs, through witness, not to 
vet excited but to keep quiet. 
Col. Stewart asked for —per- 
mission to remain on deck to 
see what was going on, — The 


yrequest was refused by Lieut. 


Wada, who said that if there 
was any news, ho would let Col, 
Stewart know. Lieut. Wada 
spoke in Japanese and accused

Scientific and Cultural Organi- 
sation on Wednesday by Wilbur 
Forrest, president of the 
Society. The Editors’ Society 
said on Thursday, “it is im- 
perative that concrete action on 
world freedom of information 
should come from the United 
Nations Assembly this autumn.” 

They asserted that “delay 
beyond that time will not only 
discourage the world press, 
which showed an active intercst, 
during: the first Assembly in 
London, but will tend to weaken 
faith in the United “Nations 
itself.” ‘ 

“Wo believe,” they said, “that 
if the peoples of the carth are 
to get along together in peace, 
there must be tolerance, good- 
will and understanding.

He deseribed the movement of 
prigoners of war through Malaya 
and said that Korcan srunrds were 
ordered not to let the prisoners 
throw even ao stinking corpse out of

treothere were 57 of us in the 
boxcar and two of them had their 
legs amputated tho previous day, 
he said. "The Japanese sergeant 
in charge of that car has been 
sentenced to four years in prison 
on my evidence,” he declared, —
